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The restriction requirement of March 18, 2002, DID NOT refer to the claims as submitted 
on January 14. 

When applicant responded, on April 4, 2002, they did not refer to claims, but SEQ ID 
NOS, because it was believed that the examiner had simply not considered the January 
submission, Indeed, on April 9 or thereabouts, the examiner called the undersigned regarding 
the argument presented in the April 4 response, and applicant expressly referred to the January 
preliminary amendment. 

If an amendment is filed after a second preliminary amendment and before a substantive 
action, it is properly referred to as a Third Preliminary Amendment. What the attorney docket 
number has to do with this is not seen. The correct serial number is set forth on each and every 
paper. 

With respect to the examiner's requirement at the end of point 1, with all due respect, 
applicants have taken care of the claims. They amended claims. They amended claims as 
currently written. Rather, it falls to the examiner to explain why properly filed papers were not
